Save Passengers. 

Only Two Ate Injured in 
Skidding Wreck. 


A defective are light, a defectiy 
brake, and other things defective 1 
undiscoverable, were responsible for 
sending a West Sixth-street car over 
the curved track at Seventh and Al- 
varado streets and smashing with ter- 
rie force into the curbing at the 
southeast corner of Westlake Park at 
last night. were fifteen pas- 
sengers, including f a dozen women, 
and that no serious injuries resulted 
is considered remarkable. 

The car, No. 337, of the Los Angeles 
Railway, with Motorman B. Curtis at 
the controller, started down Seventh 
street, going at the usual rate of speed 
pretty fast—with which the grade 18 
taken. A stop was made at Burling- 
ton, at which time the brakes were in 
working order. It then went ahead at 
good speed, passing Bonnie Brae and 
Westlake without slowing up. 

Although Motorman Curtis declares 
the brakes failed to respond when he 
applied them at the foot of the hill, 
passengers say it: is hardly probable 
that they were thrown on in time, as

The grand jury of Bell county, 
Texas, refuses to indict a man charged 
with swindling the Santa Fé Railroad 
out of $75,000. The openly acknowi- 
edged reason fdr the refusal of the 
grand jury to act, we are told, is the 
antagonistic feeling against the rail- 
road company in that county. The peo- 
ple @isapprove of the policy under 
which the railroad is managed and 
have determined to take this method 
of “getting even“ with the road. There
